Long Parliaments in former Reigns having prov ‘a 
the unhappy Canfe of great Calamities to this 
Nation, and having been at all times declar’d, 


An Innovation upon onr Confiitution. I am 


convine’d there is no one that hearsme, whd E 


does not believe, the People chought them~- 
felves highly aggriev’d by the Septennial Bill : 
That they even look’d upon it asa dange- 
rows Infringement of their Liberties, not- 
withftanding the Caufe alledg’d in the Pre- 
amble to the A&, which feem’d, gt chat 
time, to carry fome weight with it. 

That Caufe being happily remov’d, they 
defire to revert as near as may be, to their 
ancient Conftitution: and furely there can 
never be a more favourable Opportunity, to 
effeGtuare it than at this Junéture, when His 
Majefty, to the great Foy of the Kingdoms hes 
been gracioufly pleas’d to declare his Satif- 
faétion, That the People are foon to have 
an Opportunity of chufing a New Repre- 
fentative. The prefenc Parliament draws 
near its Diflolution: What can it do more 
for its own Honour? How can it crown 
its many meritorious Acts better, than by 
redrefling a Grievance a frcceeding Parliament 
may poffibly have its Reafons for not entring into ? 

Frequent Parliaments were early declar’d 
a Pesleumedd Part of our Conftitution. In

fame Reign that Statute was confirmed. 
In that Parliament Magna Charta and Charta 
de Forefa were confirm’d, and. feveral new 
Privileges granted to the Subje@. Ther - 
comes the Claufe relating to Parliaments, 
which fufficiently fhews the Intention and 
Original Infticution of them was for the 
Redrefs of Grievances: For the Bill enats, 
That for the Maintenange of the faid Articles 
and Statutes (that is, the Priviledges before- 
mention’d) and for Redrejs of divers Mif-~ 
chiefs and Grievances, which daily happen, a 
new Parliament fhall be- held once every Tear, 
as another time was ordain‘d. The 16th of 
far, II, recites, That by the antient Laws 
and Statutes, Parliaments are to be held very 
often, and therefore enacts, Chat the Sitting 
and Holding of Parliaments fhall not be inter - 
mitted or diftontinued for more than 3 Years. 
In the early Days when this prudent Care 
was. taken for frequent Meeting ot Parlia- 
ments, the Crown was poflefs’dof Revenues, 
which made Applications to the People for 
Money, unlefs upon extraordinary Emer- 
gencies, unneceflary. It therefore plainly 
appears, That Redrefs of Grievances, making 
Salutary Laws for the Good of the Community, 
and Preferving the Liberties of the People, ky 
Supporting a die Ballance between the Power of 
the Crown and the Rights of the Subject, were 
the main Ends of calling Parliaments. The 
Power of calling them being the undoubted 
‘Prerogative of the Crown, it became necef- 
fary, for the Safery of the Subje&, to oblige 
the Crown to call them frequently, I muft 
confefs, Sir, a Caution of this kind is no 
longer neceffary, nor can it ever be, fo long 
as we preferve to ourfelves the Power of 
ranting Money. The Crown-Revenues 
ing frnk, or wantonly granted away, the 
annual Call for a Supply muft neceflarily 
produce an annual Meeting of Parliament. 
But give me leave to obferve, the Grievance 
now complain’d of, is of a very different 
Nature: Ic is notfoundedon Difcontinuance 
of Parliaments, but on a too long aud dauger- 
ous Contingance of one and the fame Parliament : 
A Pra€&ice unheard of in former Times, 
when Prorogations were not known: For; 
when a Parliament was annually cali'd, for 
the Redrefs of Grievances, as foon as the 
Bufinefs of the Seffion was over, it was dif- 
folv’d, and a new one call’d the next Yedt 
for the fame purpofe; by which means the 
Country had a proper Check upon their Repye-

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This Matter feems fully explain’d by 16 
Car, II. which does not only prevent Dif- 
continuance of Parliaments, but wifely pro- 
vides againft the too long Continuance of one 
and the fame Parliament, by Enaéting it in- 
to a Law, that a new Parliament fhail be cal- 
led once in 3 Years, or oftner if there be Occafion. 
The Bill of Rights in the Second Seffion of 
William and Mary, among many other Pri- 
viledges which we now enjoy, Enaéts, Thar 
for Redrefs of Grievances, amending, ftreng- 
thening and preferving Laws, Parliaments 
ought ro be frequently held; and the Sixth 


of the fame Reign explains the true Mean- p 


ing of this Claufe, when it declares, That 
frequent and new Parliaments tend very much 
to the happy Union and good Agreement between 
the King and the People; it confirms the 16 
Car. If. that Parliaments fhall be held once 
in 3 Years at leaft, and adds, That no Par- 
liament fhall continne more than 3 Tears at 
fartheft. Between That and the Firft of the 
late King, feveral Parliaments were held, 
and none continued longer than 3 Years; 
‘fome held only for one Seffion ; which feems 
to be the Original Conflitution, and ef calx- 
lated for the Good of the Nation. That Year 
the Septennial Bill paft ; the Repeal of which 
I am now going to move, but believe it 
more agreeable to the Rules of the Houfe, 
that the Aét irfelf fhould be firlt read.

The Preamble to the Bill, which is the 
Foundation of it, will, I chink, Sir, admic 
a very eafy Anfwer: As to the firft Poine, 
That Triennial Parliaments have proved more 
Grievous, ,Burthenfome, and Expenfive, than 
they were ever known before that Law paff, I 
readily agree: But let us confider the Caufe, 
The Lengthening the Term occafioned the Ex- 
pence. I fear I might add, the Multiplicity of 
Places enjoy’d by Members of this Houfe, 
may be too juftly alledg’d another Caufe.

new to be offer’d. I am very fenfible there- 
fore of the Difadvantages I muft lie under 
in attempting to fpeak after him: and I 
fhould content myfelf with barely Seconding 
him ; it the Subje& Maccer of this Debate 
was not of fuch Importance, that I fhould 
beahham'dtorecurn to my Elestors, without 
endeavouring, in the beft manner I am able, 
to declare publickly the Reafons which in 





© Seerhe Letter of Lnfrrndion from Warw ick 
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daced me to give my moft ready Affent to 
this Queftion. 

’Tis evident from what has been faid, 
That the People have an unqueftionable Right 
to frequent new Parliaments by antient Ufage ; 
and That this Ufage has been confirm’d by 
feverai Laws, which have been progreffive- 
ly made by our Anceftors, as often as they 
found it neceflary to infift on this Effential 
Priviledge. 

Parliaments were general annually, but 
never continued longer than 3 Years, till 


the remarkable Reign of Henry VIII.—= B 


He, Sir, was a Prince of unruly Appetites, 
and of an Arbitrary Will; He was impati- 
ent of every Reftraint; the Laws of God 
and Man fell equally a Sacrifice as they ftood 
in the way of his Avarice, or difappointed 
his Ambition: He therefore introduced Long 
Parliaments, becaufe he very well knew tha: 
they would become the proper Inftrumentrs 
of both ; and what a Slavifh Obedience 
they paid to all his Meafures is fufficiently 
known, 

If we come to the Reign of K. Charles I. 
we muft acknowledge him to be a Prince of 
a contrary Temper; he had certainly an in- 
nate Love for Religion and Virtue, and of 
confequence for the Liberty of hisCountry. 
~-- But here lay the Misfortune---He was 
led from his natural Difpofition by Syco- 
phants and Flatterers; they advis’d him to 
negle& the Calling of Frequent New Par- 
liaments, and therefore by not taking the 
conftant Senfe of his People in what he did, 
he was work’d up into fo high a Notion of 
Prerogative, that the Commons order 
to reftrain it) obtain’d that. Independent 
Fatal Power, which atlaftunhappily brought 
him to his moft Tragical End, and at the 
fame time fubverted the whole Conftitution. 
And I hope we fhall learn this Leffon from 
it, never to compliment the Crown with 
any New or Extravagant Powers, nor to 
deny the People thofe Rights which by anti- 
ent Ufage they are enticuled to; but to pre- 
ferve that juft and equal Ballance, from which 
they will Both derive mutual Security, and 
which, if duly obferv’d, will render our 
Conftitution the Envy and Admiration of 
all the World. 

King Charles II. naturally took a Surfeit of 
Parliaments in his Father’s time, and was 
therefore extreamly cefirous to lay them afide. 
But this was a Scheme impracticable. How- 
ever in effe& he did fo; for he obtain’d a 
Parliament, which by its long Duration, like 
an Army of Veterans, became fo exattly dif- 
ciplined to his own Meafures, that they knew 
no other Command but from that Perfon who 
gave them their Pay. 

This was a Safe and a moft Ingenious Way 


of Enflaving a Nation, — Ir was v ry well 
known that Arbitrary Power, if it was open 
and avow’d, would never prevail here, — 
The People w:re therefore amus’d with the 
Specieus Form of their Antient Conftituti- 
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on: It exifted, indeed, in their Fancy; but, 
like a mere Phantom, had no Substance nor 
Reality in it; for che Power, the Authority, 
the Dignity of Parliaments were wholly loft. 
This was that remarkable Parliament which 
fo juftly obtain’d the opprobrious Name of 
the PENSION PARLIAMENT, and was the 
Model from which, I believe, fume LATER 
PARLIAMENTS have been exaétly copied. 

Ac the Time of the Revolution the Peo- 
ple made a frefh Claim of their Antient Pri- 
Viledges, and as they had fo lately experi- 
enced the Misfortune of long and fervile 
Parliaments, it was then DECLARED, That 
they fhould bz held frequently. Bucitfeems 
their full Meaning was not underftood by 
this Declaration, and therefore, as in every 
New Settlement the Intention of all Parties 
fhould be fpecitically manifefted, the Parlia- 
ment never ceas’d ftruggling withthe Crown 
tll rhe Trrennrat Law was obtain’d ; 
The Preamble of it, which the Honourable 
Gentleman has recited, is extreamly Full and 
Strong, and in the Body of the Bill you will 
find the Word Decnarep beforeENacrep, 
by which I apprehend, That tho’ this Law 
did not immediately take Place at the Time 
of the Revolution, it was certainly intended 
as Declaratory of their firft Meaning, and 
therefore ftands as Part of that Original @on- 
traét under which the Conftitution was then 
fettied. — His Majefty’s Title to the Crown 
is primarily derived from that Contract ; and 
if, upon a Review, there fhall appear co be 
any Deviations from it, we ought to treat 
them as fo many Injuries done to that Ti- 
tle. And Idare fay, Thatthis Houfe, which 
has gone thro’ fo long a Series of Services 
to his Majefty, will at laft be willing to re- 
vert to thofe Original Stated Me.fures ot Go- 
vernment, to renew and ftrengthen that Title. 

Bur, Sir, I think the Manner with which 
the SerreNNiIAL Law was firft introduced, 
is avery ftrong Reafon why it fhould be Re- 
peal’d.-People in their Fears have very of- 
ten recourfe to defperate Expedients, which 
if not cancell’d in feafon, will themfelves 
prove fatal to that Conftitution which they 
were meant to fecure.--- Such is the Nature 
of the SErPTENNIAL Law ; it was intend 
ed only as a Prefervative againft a Tempo- 
rary Inconveniency : The Inconveniency is 
removed, but the mifchievous Effects {till 
continue ; for it not only altered the Conjfii- 
tution of Parliaments, but it extended that 
fame Parliament beyond its Natura! Durati - 
on; and therefore carries this moft unjuft 
Implication with it, That you may ac any 
time Ufurp the moft indubitable, the mait 
Effential Priviledge of the Peuple,---I mean 
that of chufing their own Reprefenrative. 
A Precedentof fuch a dangerous Confequence, 
of fo fatal a Tendency, that I think irwou}d 
be a Reproach to our Statute-Book if thac 
Law was any longer to fub{ift, which mighz 
record it to Pofterity.

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This is 2 Seafon of Virtue and Publick 
Spirit. Let us take advantage of it, to Re- 
eai thofe Laws which infringe on our Li- 
erties, and introduce fuch as may reftore 
the Vigour of our antient Conftitution, 

Human Nature is {6 very corrupt, that all 
Obligations lofe their Force, unlefs they are 
frequently renewed.---Long Parliaments be- 
come therefore Independent of the People, 
and when they co fo, there always happens 
a moft dangerous Dependance elfewhere. 

It has of late been deny’d, that the People 
have a Right of remonftrating to us.---It has 
been called an unjuftifiable Controul upon 
the Freedomvof our Proceedings.---But thens 
let them have more frequent Opportunities 
of varying the Choice of their Reprefenta- 
tives, that they may difmifs fuch, who have 
UNFAITHFULLY withdrawn their Atten- 
tion from them, 

The Influencing Powers of the Crown are 
daily encreafing, and it is highly requifite 
that Parliaments fhould be frequently refpon- 
fible to their Conftituents ; ‘That they thould 
be kept under the conftant Awe of acing 
contrary to their Interefts.---Modern Hifto- 
rv, I believe, will inform us, that fome ve- 
ry dangerous Atrempts upon our Liberties 
have been difappo:nted.---Not fo much from 
the Virtue of many in this House, as from 
the Apprehenfions they may have had of an 
Approaching ELection. 

It is true, there is a Provifion againft fuch 
whofe Places vacate their Seats here, but this 
is no Griard againft Secret Penfioners, and 
Place-holders. Give me leave to fay, that the 


Laws, with refpe& to them are very infuffi- — 


cient, and as we were not allowed to make 
them cffe&tual, the People have no other Re- 
medy but anew Eledtion. 

I think that long Parliaments are a great 
Hardfhip upon thofe who may be excluded 
out of this Houfe, and oughe reafonably to 
take their Turn.— But feven Years is the Pur- 


chafe of aMan’s Life. It is equally hardup- F 


on fuch whofe private Fortunes won’t admit 
them to engage in fo long and painful a Ser- 
vice.———Jt muft be fo to thofe who mean 
no View nor Advantage by ir. 

I think too, that nothing can be of great- 
er ufe to his Majefty than frequent new Par- 
liaments.—That he may often take the frefh 
Senfe of the Nation, and not be partially ad- 
vifed. For his Meafures will always have a 
greater Weight both at Home and Abroad, 
the more generally he reters himfelf to the 
Opinion of his People. 

A farther Mifchiet of long Parliaments is, 
that a Minifter has Time and Opportunities 
of getting Acq@aintance with Members, of 
practifing his feveral Arts to win them into 
his Schemes.———But this muft be the Work 
of Time.——Corruption is of fo bafe a Na- 
ture, that at firft fight it is extreamly fhock- 
iny,—Hardly any one has fubmitted to it all 
atonce.— His Difpofirion muft be previoufly 
underflood; the particular Bait muft be found 
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dut with which he is to be allured, and af 
ter all it is not without many Struggles, that 
he furrenders his Virtue. —Indeed there are 
fome who will at ‘once plunge themfelves 
over Head and Ears into any bafe A@tion ; 
but the generality of Mankind are of a more 
cautious Nature, and will proceed only by 
leifurely Degrees. — One or <wo ‘perhaps have 
deferted their Colours the firft Campaign,fome 
have done it a Second.— But, a great many, 
who have not that eager Difpofition to Vice 
will wait till a Third. 

For this Reafon, Short Parliaments have 
been lefs Corrupt than Long Ones; they are 
obferved, like Streams of Water, always to 
grow more impure the greater Diftance they 
run from the Fountain-head. 

Iam awareit may be faid, That frequent 
new Parliaments wi!l produce frequent new 
Expences, but I think quite the contrary 5 
I am really of Opinion, that it will be a pro- 
per Remedy againft Bribery ac EleGions, ef= 
pecially as you have provided fo wholfome a 
Law to co-operate upon thefe Occafions, 

Bribery at Eleétions, whence did it arife ? 
not from Country Gentlemen, for they are 
fure of being chofe without it; It was, Sir, 
the Invenzion of wicked and corrupt Mini- 


D ftérs, who have trom tithe to time led weak 


Princes into fuch deftrusive Meafures, that 
they did not dare to rely upon the natural 
Reprefenration of the People.—Long Parlia- 
ments, Sir, firft introduced Bribery, becaufe 
they were worth purchafing at any Rate ; 
Country Gentienien who have oaly their Pri- 
vate Fortunes to rely upon, and have no 
mercenary Ends to ferve, are unable to op- 
pofe it, efpecially it at any time the publick 
Treafure fhall be unfaithfully {quandered a- 
way to corrupt their Roroughs.— Country 
Gentlemen, ‘indeed, may make fome weak 
Efforts, but as they generally prove unfuc- 
cefsful, and the time of a frefh Struggle is 
at fo great a Diftance, they at leaft grow 
faint in the Difpute, give up their Counrry 
for loft, and retire in Def{pair.—Defpair na- 
turally produces Indolence, and ‘That ts the 
proper Difpofition for Slavery. — Minifters 
of Srate underftand this very well, and are 
therefore unwilling to awaken the Nation 
out of its Lethargy by frequent Elections. 
They know that the Spirit of Liberty, like 
every other Virtue of the Mind, is to be 
kept alive only by Conftant A&tion. That 
it 1s impoffible to-enflave this Nation whiift 
it is perpetually upon its Guard, —-—Let 
Country Gentlemen then, by having frequent 
Opportunities of exerting themfelves, be kept 
warm and ative in their Contention for 
the Publick Good; This will raife that Zeal 
and Indignation which will at laft get the 
better of thofe undue Influences, by which 
the Officers of the Crown, though unknown 
to the feveral Boroughs, have - able ta 
fupplant Country Gentlemen of great Cha- 
rafters and Fortune, who live in their Neigh- 
bourhcod.—-1 don’t fay this upon idle Spe- 
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ulation only.--- I live in a Country where 
it is too Well known, and 1’ll appeal to'ma- 
ty Gentlemen in the Houfe, to More otit‘of 
it (and who are fo for this very Reafon;) for 
the Truth of my Affertion. Sir, it is'aSore 
which has been long eating into the moft 
vital Part of our Confticution, and I hope 
the Time will come when you will: probe 
it co the Bottom.---For if a Minifter thould 
ever gain a Corrupr Familiarity with our Bo- 
rough’s, if he fhould keep aReGIsTER OF 


THEM IN HIs CLoseEr, and, by fending, 
down his Treafury-Mandates, fhould precure ° 


a ea Reprefentative of the People, the 
Offspring of his Corruption, who. will be 
at all times ready to reconcile and juftify the 
moft contradi&tory Meafures of his Admini- 
ftration, and even to vote every crude indi- 
efted Dream of their Patron into a Law, 
f che Maintenance of His Power fhould be- 


come'the fole Objé& of their Attention, and’ C 


they fhould be guilty of the molt violént 
Breach of Parliamentary Truft, by giving 
the King a Difcretionary Liberty of Taxing 
the People withour Limitation or Controul : 
the ‘laft fatal Compliment they can pay tothe 
Crown.—==—<If this fhould ever be the un- 
happy ‘Circumftance of this Nation: The 
People indeed may complain ; but the Doors 
of that Place where their Complaints fhould 
be heard, will for ever be fhut againft them. 

The Power of the Crown is very juftly 
apprehended to be growing to a monftrous, 
I fhould have faid,,roo great a Size, and fe- 
veral Methods have been unficcefsfully pro- 
pofed for reftraining it within due Bounds. 

But our Difeafe, I fear is of a complicated 
Nature, and I think that this Motion is 
wifely intended to remove the firft and prin- 
cipal Diforder. ---Give the People their an- 
tient Right of frequent new Elections 3 That 
will reftore the decay’d Authority of Pariia- 
ments, and will put our Conftitution into 
a natural Condition of working out her Cure. 

Sir, upon the whole, I am of Opinion, 
That I can’t exprefs a greater Zcal for his 
Majefty, for the Liberties of the People, or 
the Honour and Dignity of this Houfe, than 
by feconding the Morion which the Hon. 
Gentleman has made you. 

The Motion thus feconded, a Debate enfued, 
wherein the following Gentlemen fpoke on the 
Same fide, viz.

Annual Parliaments were the 
antient Conftirution of Lagland, -and hap 
would it be for us, if we could ftill preferve

HO’ a juft Senfe of my Inability to 
fpeak my Mind here, in a manner wor- 
thy the Attention of this auguftAffembly, and 
becoming the Character of a Member theréof, 
heighten’d with the great Awe that ftrikes 
me on every fuch Attempt, has generally ob- 
Jig’d me to.bury in Silence fuch Thoughts as 
have occurred to me in the feveral weighty De= 
bates at which I have had the Honour to affitt, 
during the moft Part of this prefent _Parlia- 
ment; and content myfelf with attending to 
thofe that have exprefled their own Sentiments 
€fometimes not different from mine) with that 
becoming Freedom and Copioufnefs, that en- 
gaging Propriety and Eloquence, to which I 
dare not afpire ; yet my difinterefled Love to 
my Country, and a due Regard to the great 
Truft repofed in every one of us, wil! not per- 
mit me to be always confin’d within the fafer 

Limits of a fimple Negative or Affirmative.

I well remember, that when fome Gentle- 
men propos’d at the Beginning of the Seffion, 
humbly to addrefs his Majefty to let us know 
how far his good Offices had proceeded with one 
or other of the contending Powers, and what 


E Engagements (if any) had been enter’d into on 


his Part ; that Enquiry was oppos’d, and we 
were given to delieve that little or nothing had 
been engaged : But now we are told of Ey- 
gagements in Honour and Fuftice to be fulfill’d, 
as well as others in Prudence to be contra&ed. 
But! would yet hope, that without this ex- 
traordinary Vote His Maje/ty’s Endeavours to 
procure an happy Accommodation may be fuc- 
cefsful ; and that the rather, becaufe we are 
again told, that they are to be ufed in Con- 
junttion with bes Allte ; and,it does not yet 
appear, that our moft satural, neceffary, and 
interefied Ally againft a powerful Kingdom 
near us, is engaged, or willing to engage in 
behalf of their Great Neighbour, who they are 
faid to have declar’d, too haftily engaged in 
in the Quarrel. 1 think we ought not in Pru- 
dence to be before-band with that Neighbour-

H and wait the Fruits of ovr-Blood and Treafure. 


For thefe Reafons, I am againft extending 
our own Power beyond its juft Duration, and 
invading the Rights of a fucceeding Parlia-

Ublic Spirit is that Spirit which infpires 

us with the Love of our Country, of Vir- 
tue and Honour ; which teaches us the real 
Value of Liberty, and’inclines us to forego e- 
very private Advantage, that ftands in Com- 
petition with the Welfare of the Commu- 
nity. ’Twas this fo long preferved the feve- 
ral Governments and Commonwealths of 
Greece ; and raifed the Character and State 
of the Romans, to the higheft Pitch of Gran- 
deur. 

Publick Spirit is ever accompanied with 
many other Virtues ; it gives a Man an open 
and honeft Heart ; he will be prudent, hu- 
Man, and generous ; patient in Adverfity, 
temperate in Profperity, and intrepid in the 
greateft Dangers ; it is ever difinterefted and 
incorrupt ; and fuch is its Excellency, that e- 
very one would be thought to be actuated by 
it. The very Men who bring upon us the 
dreadful Calamity of Public Servitude, pre- 
tend, that all their Aétions are directed to the 
Service of their Country. Even their Troops 
of Mercenaries, and thofe Mifcreants who 
write for Bread, would perfwade us, that they 
write by the Impulfe of publick Spirit ; few 
openly avow the Principles of Corruption. 
When §. fpeech’d it in Defence of 
Penfions and Penfioners, alas! the good Man 
did not intend to give a Santtion to Bribery ; 
he only afferted the Royal Prerogative, and 
labour'd to prevent an abfolute Independency in 
the Houfe of Commons, which, if it were 
yielded to, would deftroy that Ballance of 
Power,which isthe Efence of ourConftitution. 

My Lord ,who lately deferted the Par- 
ty, and the Caufe, in which he had from his 
Infancy been engaged, would yet beangry, if 
you fhould fufpeét him to want a Grain of 
Honour ; or to be influenc’d by Ambition or 
Avarice. But what has he gained by his A- 
poftacy ? Why, he has the beft Promifes a 
great M---r can give him, befides the Plea- 
fure of being confirm’d in his new Syftem of 
Politicks, by the Sunday Leétures of his ho- 
neft Countryman. And this, fays Fog, is all 
he ever fhould: have, if the M---r would this 
once be advifed by me. If Sir has half 
the Underftanding I am willing to allow 
him, he will as foon make §S A= 
of C » as beftow on this Lay Profelyte 
an Hereditary Seat in Parliament. Forwhat 
Service can he render the A n, who 
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has now but very little Intereft and lefs Re- 
putation to bring with him? Or who would 
truft that Man, or expe any Gratitude from 

A him, who has violated all] the Obligations of 
Friendthip and Society ? A Prime M---r has 
always more Demands upon him than he caa 
poflibly anfwer ; but he is at no Time fo well 
juftify’d, as when he breaks his Word with 
a Traytor. Even I, who never bow’d my 
Knee to a Golden Image, would hammer out 
fome Kind of Panegyrick on Sir R~, if § 

B could fee him difappoint the Hopes of a Man, 
who is thus earneft to exalt himfelf on the 
Ruins of his Country ; for this muft be his 
Method, if we may credit his own Declara- 
tion, that be would join with Belzebub te 
raife bis Family, and bis Fortune ; which, by 
theWay, is no great Compliment to his new 
Friends. However, if after another Year of 
of Probation, his Lord/bip fhould receive the 
Rewards he expeéts, new Dignities, Places, 
or Penfions, can thefe compenfate the Injury 
he has done himfelf, or erafe thofe Marks of 
Infamy,with which he has branded his Name 
and Chara@ter? No! he will be abhorred by 
all thofe noble Patriots whom he has deferted, 
and be defpifed by the Party, to which he has 
fo fhamefully acceded. 

But let us view the Reverfe of this Pic« 
ture in the Perfon of the Earl of Stair; a Man 
fuperior to all whom he has left in Employ- 
ment behind him. I donot here confider. him 
as a great General, or an able Minifter, tho” 
in both thofe Qualities he did Honour to his 
Country 5 but as a true Britifb Patriot infpi- 
red with a double Portion of Publick Spirit :

His Speech 
when the Scots Peerage Bill was debated, was 
the Speech of an old Roman, and the Steadi- 
nefs and Temper with which he received the 
News of his Difgrace, is not to be met with 
but in a Hero and a Philofopher. His Ene- 
mies fay, he had due Notice given him, and 
yet he perfever’d in his Oppofition to the 

G Meafures of the A nm. Can any thing 
redound more to his Honour ? They tell us 
he is poor ; that the Lofs of his Military 
Command muft diftrefs his private Circum- 
ftances ; and therefore he fhould not have 
offended paft Forgivenefs, Suppofing this 
is Faét, how does it affeét his Charatter ? 

H Is it nota Demonftration of his Integrity ? 
When he xeceived his Letter of Difmifflion, he 
faid, he thanked God he had learnt a new 
Trade, and underftood the Management of 
the Plough : Which was fpoken in the Spi- 
rit of that great Dicator, who when the 
Samnites attempted to bribe him with a great 

Sum 
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Sum of Gold, produced the earthen Pipkin, 
in which he was boiling Turnips for his Din- 
mer, and then asked them, if they imagined 
a Man, who was contented to live in that 
Manner, could be corrupted by all the Wealth 
of their Country ? 

There’s a malicious Story, that has ob- 
tain’d fome Credit, and feems invented to caft 
2 Blemith on that Part of our Nobility,which 
3s attached to the M---r. °* Tis faid, that from 
the Moment the E. of S---r was difmiffed, 
not one of thofe Gentlemen (or but one) dared 
to vifit him, tho’ he had always lived with 
many of them in good Friendfhip. This Re- 
port cannot be true, becaufe, 1. no fuch thing 
ever happen’d before in this Country, nor can 
in a Free-State, 2. Becaufe all our Nobility 
are born with great Souls, have great and in- 
dependent Fortunes, and a liberal and polite E- 
ducation. They are not infenfible, that if ever 
they fhould become fuch obfequious Flatterers 
as to part w.th their good Manners, to grati- 
fy the little Malice of any Man in Power, 
they would give us a terrible Prognoftick of 
their future Behaviour. Might we not fear, 
they would he eafily difpofed to put a Chain 
of Slavery about our Necks, who are fo rea- 
dy to put one about their own ?

Difeafe. Nothing requires more Care, 
Experience, and Knowledge than the Of- 
fice of a Reprover ; Time and Place mutt 
be obferved ; Frejudice, Paffion, and In- 
B vectives avoided ; yet Harry Frontly with- 
out Wit, good Nature, or Difcreticn, con- 
demns every Thing not in his Tafte, and 
every Body not of his Opinion. 
_ There are fome Abiurdities likewife 
in receiving Reproof. To reprove a Se/f- 
Opinioniff, as it calls hisConduét in Que- 
ition, will be only affronting him. Ma- 
ny receive Reproot according to the Dig- 
Sophronia is the 
Ward of two Clergymen, a Vicar, and 
a Prebendary: She has too high a Spirit 
to be guided by a Country Vicar, but is 
attentive to him who bears fome Dignity 
in the Church. 
No one is cithet too wife or too good 
to be reprov'd; therefore when Reproof 
is juft and gentle, it fhould be etteem'd

Reproof, is the moft difficult; he who 
feis up for a Reformer of others, ought 
to be watchful over himfelf. Mr For-

HIS Review in general is well wrote; bur there are a few Paflagesin it, in which the 
Author has debas’d himfeif and his Subje& ; particularly, where he officionfly abufes fome 
of the Clergy, merely becanfe they minifter in Sacred Things. In order to de them Fuflice, I defire yon

I believe, fays he, ({peaking of Wefminfter- 
Abbey) every Body that vifits the Repofirories 
of the illuftrious Dead cannor help looking 
round like me tor the divine Mi/ton and im- 
mortal Shakefpeare. Names which are the 
Honour of their Country, and which every 
Foreigner muft enquire for, and mifs wich 

egret; that Milton has been denied this 
Privilege, I don’t fo much wonder, becaufe 
he oppos’d the Priefhood; an Injury which 
they canneither forget nor forgive, and which 
the Fraternity will refent, as long as the 
Name of the Aggreffor furvives their Malice 
and Perfecsution. 

One Thing merits peculiar Regard, i. ¢. 
a wooden Cheft of Bones, faid to be the Re- 
mains of Catharine Daughter of the King of 
France, and Confort of Henry V. If the 
Clergy are Advocates for Decency of Burial, 
as no Doubt they are, becaufe of the Profits 
attending it, why don’t thofe who have the 
Care of this Church, grant this Indulgence 
to the Ruins of Majefty? The Anfwer muft 
be, they bury fume for Gain, and fome they 
leave unburied for the fome Reafin. How 
the Rev. Dean and Chapter can reconcile 
this Principle (i.e. of treating with Refped 
the Duft of our Anceflors) with their Conduct, 
I leave to the moft learned Cafuift among 
themto determine. Would they be advis’d, 
they would not be fo very intent on worldly 
Interef?, as to negle& worldly Reputation : 
Reputation is Incereft too; and fuch Trefpaf- 
fes as thefe, in theEars of Men of Delicacy 
and Underftanding, are not eafily forgiven 
nor forgot. 


In writing on the Curiofities of this Place, 
fome might take it ill, if I thould not fay 
fomething in Honour of the fine Wix-work 
Figures,. placed fo curioufly up and down 
this venerable Building.

ef his Tafts. 


ANSWER. 

The Dean and Chapter are no farther con- 
cerned, as to the ereéling Monuments, than to 
give Leave for it; they apply all the Fees paid 
for the Ground and Monument, to the Fabrick, 
and other publick Buildings belonging to the 
College. And if this Gentleman will apply for 
Leave to evel a Monument, or Infcription to 
the divine Milton, not offenfiae to Religion, 
the State, or good Manners, he may have it. 
The neighbouring Monument of Dryden, is 
a notorions Infiance, that the Clergy can forget 
and forgive the moft nnjuf? and malicions Treat- 
ment of themfelves and their Order. 


The Dean and Chapter areno farther concern’ 
in fhewing the Tombs, than in permitting it. 
This Grievance in particular is dircélly contrary 
to thelr Orders. They give all the Profit arifing 
from fhewing the Tombs, to the Choir and Of= 
ficers of the Church, who divide it among then- 
Selves. In Fuftice to the Clergy in general, 
and to this Body in particular it muf? be ob- 
Serv'd, that it appear’d to the Hoxfe of Com- 
mous the Seffion before laf? that the Dean and 
Chapter had; fince the former Grants of publick 
Money for the Abbey, expended of their own 
ont of their Dividends, andthe Fecs for Ground 
and Monuments, 20,4121. 175. I1d. 2 q: 
on the Abbey and other publick Buildings be- 
longing to the Colleee. And after that Hon. 
Honfe had, upon this Reprefentation, granted 
4000/. for the Abkcy, it appeared to them, up- 
on an Account given in laf? Seffion, the Dean 
and Chapter had befides that fum of 40001. ¢x- 
pended of theiy own Money alove good. on 
the publick Buildings (exclufiveof their Honfes) 
in 1733. 

The Matter of Fad is this. Henry VIIth’s 
Chapel, where the firft and chief are placed, be- 
fonzs to the King; and the Dean and Chapter 
have bay ly the Cuftody of it: In fo much, that 
no Carpe can be buried, nothing eveéled or pullea 
down, no Alterationismade, but by the Board of 
Works, or his Majefy’s Order by Warrant from 
my Lord ‘hemberlain, So that the Satire falls 
much higher than the Gentlewian intended.

My Horfe, my Dog, my Cat, 
nay, even my Wife fhall be preferable 
to my Neighbours, as mine; and my 
Boy Tom, with a fnorty Nofe, ‘fhall 
have more Wit than all the Lads in 
the Parifh. This happy Partiality is 
fo far from being unnatural, that the con- 
trary is always citeemed fo. However 
prudent this may be, ’tis certain that to 
indulge and propagate this Principle is 
the readicit Way to make the World 
eafy ; Opinion is here nothing but Fancy, 
which is as various as our Faces. 

L have often heard a grave Cit wonder 
at the Homelinefs of his Neighbour’s 
Wife, without offering to bring back the 
Refleétion nearer home. I approved his 
Witdom, that could apply the Maxims 
of War, to a matrimonial State, and 
carry his Forces into a foreign Field, to, 
fecure his own. But then this Piece of 
Wifdom neceifarily requires Secrecy; 
for, if ever the Alarm reaches the Ears 
of his Neighbour’s Wife, a War inevita- 
bly enfies, fure to latt as long as that of 
Troy, tho’ on a quite different Occafion.

Parliament fat two Years without 4 new 
Eleétion trom the 4th of Edw. III. to the 
22d of Hen. VII. Very particular truly ! 
but the Faé is direétly againft him: 


A For in the 4th or sth of Edw. Ill. a 


Parliament was held at London, and 
from thence to the 17th of his Reign for 
12 Years according to Daniel, there was 
no mew Parliament; and from the 17th 
to the 35th of his Reign, there was 0 
new Parliament, but the fame met {e- 
veral Times by Prorogation. ‘The Craft/- 
man fays, indeed, that the Practice of 
Prorogation was firft introduced the 22d 
of Hen. Vill. but Daniel fays exprefsly,, 
in the 18th. This fame Parliament,chofen 
inthe 17th Year, met at London the 18th, 
and fat again at Weftminffer in the 24th 
Year; for the Aéts of that Parliament 


(See p. 188 A) But neither of thefe will C are called Other Aés of the fame Par- 


fupport his Propofition. 

The Statute of Edward II, which 
enaéts, that Parliaments fhould be beld 
once a Tear, and oftner, if need be, hath 
no Relation to Parliaments annually 
chofen, but was a wife Provifion againit 
our King’s governing without the Advice 
of a National Council; which had been 
much praétic’d from the Norman Con- 
jueft to that Time. It was an Aé& tor 
frequent Seffions, not for frequent Par- 
jiaments, nor was even 10 underftood. 
Had there been a Law in Being for An- 
nual Parliaments, or thofe had been 
thought Part of the Conftitution, the 
Parliament in 1640, would have made 
ufe of it againft K. CharlesI. They 
complain, indeed, of theKing’s governing 
without Parliaments, but not of his go- 
ing without Parliaments annually chofen. 

But what puts this beyond Doubt, is 
the famous Debate in 1577, about a 
Provogation, when this Statute of Eda. 
If. was quoted by the Anti-courticrs to 
prove the Diffolution of a Parliament, 
which they wanted to have dtfolved : 
They argued, that according to this Sta- 
fute, Parliaments were to be held an- 
nually, but the prefent had been Prorogw- 
ed above a Tear, therefore it was diffol- 
ved, Ld Shaftsbury, Buckingham, and 
the other Lords, who were fent to the 
Tower for afferting the Diflolurion, did 
not affert, That by Virtue of this Law, 
we hada Right to annual Parliaments ; 
Rut that Parliaments thould fic once a 
Year, or that there fhould be annual 
Seffions; but never dreamt we had a 
Right co Parliaments annually chofen. 

He deties me to fhew, that any one 


liament, In this Reign, there were bur 
nine or ten Parliaments during the Space 
of 51 Years. What then becomes of our 
Author’s Defiance! 

In the next unfortunate Reign of Rich. 
II. there were 25 Parliaments, as they 


D are call'd, in 22 Years, the Term of 


that Reign: But I defy him to fhew, that 
five of thefe were new Parliaments,

In the Reign of Hen. IV. there were

"The Hiftorian fays, in the 4th 
Year of this Reign,—‘‘ That on the

In Hen. Vilth’s Reign, no Mention 
but of five Parliaments in 24 Years: 
None can tell how many of thefe were 
mew, or whether any but the firff; and 
he was 10 Years without a Parliament. 

Henry VUth (norwithftanding our Au- 
thor’s annual Parliaments) wasten Years 
at one Time, 7 at another, and 1o at a- 
nother, without any Parliaments; and 
yet no Notice of his a@ing againft the 
Conftitution, Nor does Ld Herbert, when 
he mentions the King’s continuing the 
Parliament in the 22d Year of his Reign 
make any Obfervations, that ‘twas a 
new Cuftom, but only fays, “ Our King, 
during thefe great Affairs of Chri/fendom, 
refolving his Parliament fhould continue, 
caufed it to fit again ‘fan. 6, 1530-1.” 

To conclude ; there is not the leaft 
Evidence, that Parliaments were chofen 
annually ; but ftrong Evidence that the 
fame Parliament fat feveralTimes,andthat 
Provogations were practifed.

worth their Concern? And if the Grofs 
of our Gains be lopp’d off, will the little 
Bufinefs that may fubfift afterwards be 
fufficient to maintain, much lefs enrich, 
fuch Numbers of Families? No; fome 
muft be forced to take up with the high 
Apartments, and low Diet of our Au- 
thors; which might not fo well agree 
with our Conftitutions, 

As to other Parts of Learning, that 
are independent of Religion, they would 
themfelves be affected by the Decay of 
Religion ; fince the Injidels endeavour 
to depreciate Learning, as being the moft. 
faithtul Friend to Chriftianity. Uponthe 
whole, if Religion falls we may thut up 
our Shops. ‘This being the Cafe, if it be 
allow’d that fome of us, by converfing 
with loofe Authors over a Bottle, have 
fuck’d in fome of their bad Principles, 
yet, fuppofing us to have common Senfe, 
you may fuppofe we will facrifice little 
Prejudices to the greater Concern of Gain. 
A tew flirting Fellows, indeed, who have 
a greater Stock of Affurance than of 
Books, or Knowledge, may gratify their 
Vanity and Spleen at the Expence of their 
Intercft; but thofe who have more Ex- 
perience and Thought, know that every 
Attempt to hurt the Credit of Religion, 
hurts their Trade, and that in ferving her 
Intereft, they ferve their owz. 


Metaphyfical, 
§ Mr HOOKER, 
Etaphyfical Subjeéts are generally 
look’d upon to be more obfcure 
and ab{trufe,than other Martersof Science. 
Now I think Metaphyficks, when divett- 
ed of Terms of Art, isthe moft intelligi- 
ble ; for, as ‘tis converfant about what 
pailes in our Minds, there’s nothing want- 


7 ing but Atrention to what we feel within 


us, for a clear Apprehenfion and Judg- 
ment upon the Subje& treated of. Clear 
Conceptions may be exprefs'd in clear 
Language ; and therefore it’s the Fault 
of Aetaphyficians, and not of Metaphy- 
fics, that what we meet with in that 
Science is ufually fo dark and infcruta- 


ble. A late writer pleafantly compares 
fine Writers in Dletaphyfics, to fine Ri- 


ders in a Manage, who, atter much pranc- 
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ing, and curvétting, get down jut where 
they got up. © If he had faid bad Writers 
in Metaphysics, the Allufion had not been 
amifs. And [ may add another Species 
of Metaphyfical fockies, who are got 
upon thofe refty fades, that run back- 
wards inftead of forwards, and are there- 
fore worle than thofe that leave you 
where they found you. ‘Two late Pamph- 
iets furnith Inftances of thete two Spe- 
cies of Metaphyfical Writers. One is a 
Leiter to Dr Waterland concerning the 
Nature and Value of Sincerity, who, at- 
tcr 30 Pages capering and curvetting in 
the Philofophical Mode, leaves you jutt 
as wife he found you. Sincerity, fays he, 
is an Action of the Mind. An Adtion is 
the {vee Exertion of the Mind upon fome 
Motive, and towards fome End. An AGi- 
on is acertain Exertion of the Mind in 
fome Circumfiances of Intention, thatthe 
Mind 1s conjcious of in the Inftant of that 
Evertionx, ibid. Moral Virtues confi ft in 
Aétion, p. 7, What is all this to thew, 
but that Perfiajion can be our only Rule 
oj Aétion? 1 produce thefe Paflages on- 
ly to thew, how an aukward Affeétati- 
on of feeming wondertully profound, may 
carken the commoneit Language, and 
carry a Man to fuch a Sublimity, that 
he fhall be quire our of Sight. “Writers 
of this Clafs have much the fame Rank 
in the learned World, as belongs to thofe 
circumforancous Gentlemen in the Prac- 
tice of Phytick, that recommend their 
Practice to the Populace in great fwelling 

Vords, without Senfe or Meaning, in 
hopes to deceive filly People by an 
Affectation of extraordinary Learning. 

The other Gentleman hinted at isclear- 
er, but his Peripicuicy ierves only to make 
iis Frrors more apparent. It’s no new 
Thing tor a modcrate Degree of Philo- 
ophy to fpoil common Senfe. The Vul- 
gurnever fall into fuch Abfurdities, as 
Pretenders to Science; they fet our upon 
fome wrong Principles, and fo get into a 
Maze of Error, which every one but 
themfelves can fee the way to come out 
of. Thus Mr Sackjon, ina late Piece, 
pretends to be extremely tubtile, and un- 
der that Colour is full of Paradox. His 
Ab‘urdittes the commoneft Reader mutt 
fee thro’, when the Propoiitions are dit: 
engaged from ‘Terms of Art. ‘Take the 
fullowing Specimens: 

The Title runs thus: The Exiffence 
and Unity of Cod prov'd from his Nature 
and ittvibectes : ze. the Being prov d 
trom the manner of the Being. ~A firft

Abundance more might be added, but 
thefe may ferve as a Sample, as they are 
fuch wonderful Sentiments, as are con- 
futed as foon as underttood: Yet this is 
the Gentleman, that boaits himfelf one 
of the Heroes who have oppos'd and con- 
futed the Toiands, the Cato’s, the Collins's. 
They ave the Whittons, the Clarks, the 
Jackfons, who have frez'd their Zeal tor 
true Religion, as he tells us in a Pamph- 
let, called Calumny no Conuittion, which 
is as arcat a Panegyrick upon him{eit, as 
a Libel upon tome others, whom all the 
World, except Mr F. will allow to be 
greatly his Superiors.

Nothing therefore can be more ridi- 
culous than eo colle& the Senfe of the 


H People from the Borough Eleétions ; for 


it the Cuflom-houfe, Excife Office, and 
the three great Companies were allow’d 
to fend Reprefentatives to Parliament, it 
might be argu’d with a¢ much eo 
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that thefe EleGions would determine the 
Senfe of the City of London. 

They will fay all the Members of the 
Houfe of Commons are equal, and there- 


fore they are fure of a Majority. For 4 


the Sake of England I with they may 
find themfelves miftaken; but I hope 
they will not for the future infift on the 
general Senfe of the People, nog fay, that 
every body but the Craftiman hath done 
with the Excife; for the late Elections 
may convince them that it is neither for- 
got nor forgiven by the Body of the Nation. 

Thofe Perfons, indeed, who have vio- 
lated fo folemn an A@ as that againit 
Bribery and Corruption, may be capable 
of any Thing ; and that there are fuch 
Men, the /ate Eleétions zive a melancho- 
ly Proof. Some have offer’d their Bribes 
at Market-Crofles, and promis’d the de- 
luded People Indempnity by an A& of 
Grace. Others have been content with 
condemning that AG, and expreffing 


fhut out of the Houfe at the Fore-Door, 
may get in at the Back-Door. 

The Freedom of the Houfe of Commons 
depends fo much on the Freedom of E- 
lettions, that a Committee is always ap- 
pointed for that Purpoie, at the Begin- 
ning of a Parliament, but this Provition 
is liable to great Abufes, and there have 
been fo many Contefts about the Right 
of voting, and the Condué ot returning 
Officers, as affords a Pretence for a Mul- 
titude of Petitions; which puts it in the 
Power of a Minifter to nominate the 
fitting Members, and fo to model the 
Houte to his own Purpoles. 

Such Practices have formerly occafion'’d 


C great Complaints, and if we may credit 


a certain Set of Men, there fecms a De- 
fign of reviving them at prefent, for we

T would conduce prodigioufly to the Pre- 
LL fervation of the Inhabitants of this Me- 
tropalis, wasa Law enatted, that Phyficians 
fhould as in China, make up the Medicines 
they prefcribe, and not be paid till they ¢#re. 
Befices 
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Befides regular Phyficians, who kill and 
eure with Licence, and according to Art, there 
are an infinite Number of Qauacks, who live 
by curing incurable Difeafes: They are ge- 
merally the 7th Son of a 7th Son, Aftrologers 
Conjurers, and unborn Dofiors. 

There’s no City in the World where fo many 
Books are to be found, and fo few good ones : 
Here are Authors who will undertake a/l Sub- 
jeéts, and underftand none; write Politicks 
without Senfe, and a without Rdimes or 
Meafure. Religion, Politicks, and Scandal 
are favourite Topics, and much encouraged by 
the Learned, who are never better picafed 
than with fome fevere Reflections on their 
Ged, their Gowernment, or their Friends. 
Bookfellers have their Regimentary Forces of 
Authors, who are kept in eonitant Pay, and 
employ d in Tranflations or Compofitions : 
At prefent they feem moftly bufy in tranflating 
from the French, a Sign of the Poverty of 
Authors, and the Richnefs and Cunning of 
Bookivllers, who grow wealthy by Books, 
which neither themfelves, nor they who tranf- 
fate them, underftand; and "tis of fuch Quevedo 
fays, They are tormented in the other World 
for the Works of others, 

As to Pleafure, the Peripateticks and Stoicks 
mever took fo much Pains to reform Men’s 
Morals, as Cooks here to pleafe their Pa/ates, 
Taylors to adorn their Bodies, and Women vo 
allure their Fancy 5; yet he who is poor in this 
City, will be ftili poor: Nothing is to be had 
without Money ; and they who wantit, are 
forbidden Fire and Water, as Criminals a- 
mong the Romans were. Even the Dead pay 
for a Burying Place. 

There is. an Epidemical Evil here, call'd 
the Fafpion. Why do fo many live beyond 
their Income, debauch, drink, or run after a 
Favourite Preacher? ’Tis the Vogue. The 
gecateft Vice which at prefent has the 4u- 
shority of Fafpion, is Gaming, which levels 
a Peer to a Pickpecket, and a Woman of 
Quality to her Chambermaid, 

The great Number of Churches in this City 
would give a Stranger a great Idea of the De- 
wotion of theInhabitants ; but I found( durches 
were for People to thew their fize Cloaths in, 
their Diamonds, Rings, ay and Snuff 
Boxes ; every thing but their Devotion: Here 
dome whilper, nod, bow, ogle, kneel and 
faugh; others lcok about, frown, are con- 
cérn’d, affronted with their Gallants, feem 
ferious with their Lowers, and trifling with 
eheis God. The Preachers here, as in other 
Places, have an abrupt Way of ending their 
Difcourfe ; firft they inftru€& you in fome 
fandamental Point of Religion; in their Dj- 
vifion another Principle not lefs fundamental ; 
wn their Sub-Divifion fomewhat they are a- 
Bout to urge ftill more important, and on 


which the Whole depends, --- but maft defer 
tgto awther Opportunity. Ig the mean whil. 
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the People fare, wonder, and know nothing 
of the Matter. 

The Great Men at the Court-End of the 
Town are diftinguifh’d, by refufing to do any 
thing to ferve others, and by a great Num- 


A ber of tall, powder’d Animals upon two Legs, 


who walk betore a Chair, or hang like a 
Clufter of Bees at the hind Part of a Chariot. 
embracing one another in an indecent Pofture. 
For the Benefit of this Part of the Metropolis, 
the King has given the Liberty toall idle Peo- 
ple, of walking in St fames’s Park.
